Thank you for your letter of November 19, 1968. 

We recalled your mention of the Lilly collection and that is 
the reason we thought you would be interested in the article 
which appeared in the Trusts and Estates Magazine. As dis- 
cussed with you, we are not in a position as trustee to make 
a charitable gift of the collection. 

We noted your comment concerning auction of selected 
items. We have been most reluctant to follow this procedure 
as we do not wish to piece-meal the collection. We are still 
hopeful that the entire collection could be sold to a substan- 
tial collector. It is our desire to proceed in this direction 
and we hope you are still in a position to assist us. You 
mentioned on your visit that your foundation could be the 
recipient of any commission. We believe that this can be 
worked out in recognition of your service to us on a sale of 
the collection. 

It is not our desire to impose upon you in any way, 
but we do value your assistance. Without your aid, we feel it 
would be most difficult to arrive at a satisfactory price for 
the collection and to locate a substantial collector who is 
willing to pay a fair price. 

Mrs. Schermerhorn had some contact with Mr. Harry Bass 
a few years ago. At that time he was mainly interest in 
collecting gold coins. It may be possible that his interests 
have changed since that time . It would seem to us that the
